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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicants elected Species I, Figures 1-17 corresponding to claims 1-3, 10-12, 
and 14-19. Claims 1-2, 10 and 13-15 were subsequently canceled and new claims 20- 
26 were added. Therefore, claims 3, 11-12, and 16-26 are currently under examination. 
Claims 5 and 7 pertain to the non-elected invention, and status identifiers for Claims 5 
and 7 should be modified to indicate these claims are withdrawn from prosecution. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 21 (lines 2-6) is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 21 recites a third sheet and making a 
fourth recess in the third sheet, however Applicant's disclosure fails to teach a third 
sheet and fourth recess. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 3, 11-12, and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 3 (lines 21) recites a first 
electrical contact between the first component and the first conductive pattern by 
making first feed-throughs, and (lines 38-40) forming a second conductive pattern from 
the second conductive layer and forming a second '_electrical contact between the 
second component and the second conductive pattern by making second feed- 
throughs, which connect at least some of the contact areas or contact protrusions of the 
second component electrically to the second conductive pattern. These limitations are 
not found in the disclosure, feed-throughs formed into the first conductive layer fail to 
connect the first conductive pattern to the electrical contacts or contact protrusions of 
the first component. Instead, feed-throughs expose the electrical contacts or contact 
protrusions of the first component and pattern the first conductive layer. 

6. Claims 16-19 and 25-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 16 recites (lines 12-13) first feed- 
throughs connecting at least some of the contact areas or contact protrusions of the first

component electrically to the first conductive pattern layer, and (lines 21-22) second 
feed-throughs connecting at least some of the contact areas or contact protrusions of 
the second component electrically to the second conductive pattern layer. For the same 
reasons as above, these limitations are not found the disclosure.
